License Commissioners 
Hit in Red Deer 


Alberta Hotel | “Application 
Held Over to May 29th 


The annual meeting of the License 
Commissioners of the province was 
held in fhe city hall, Red Deer, 
Thursday last, when the licenses of 
all hotels between Olds and Lacombe 
were dealt with. There were few ob- 
jections. These included Blackfalds, 
Innisfail, and the Alberta, Red Deer. 
Sylvan Lake license was granted 
subject to sOme necessary improve- 
ments. Innisfail will be further con- 
sidered at Red Deer on the 29th of 
May at 10 a.m., and Blackfalds 
hotel at Blackfalds at 4 p.m. on the 
29th. 

With regard to the Alberta Hotel, 
Red Deer, the License Commission- 
ers had received the following letter, 
accompanied by the building inspec- 
tors’ reports mentioned therein : 
Gentlemen,— 

For the past few years many com- 
plaints have been made by the 
travelhing public of the unsafe con- 
Qition of the old part of the above 
hotel. Lately we have had an inspec- 
tion of the building made by compe- 
tent and unprejudiced building  in- 
spectors from other cities. Their 
reports on the condition of the ‘puild- 
ing are submitted herewith. 

Last year the city of Red Deer 
licensed hotels and exercised certain 
supervision over them, and, on ac- 
count of that responsibility, opposed 
the granting of a renewal of liconse 
to the Alberta Hotel for the  pres- 
ent building. Since that time the 
province of Alberta has assumed the 
entire control of hotels. 

The Council of the City of Red 
Deer feels that it is doing itS  en- 
tire duty in calling your attention 
to the unsafe condition of the old 
part of the hotel, and should this 
building be continued in use for the 
accommodation of the public, and a 
catastrophe: occur, wishes it to be 
distinctly understood that it, the 
Council, is free from all responsi- 
bility, having brought the attention 
of your board to the matter.

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COTTON IN YARMOUTH 


Canada’s Largest Duck Mill Situated 
In Far East--A Record of Expansion 


“The Canadian Textile Journal” of 
Montreal has an interesting account 
of the history and development of the 
big cotton company which has been 
situated in the Town of Yarmouth 
since 1888. Starting out in a small 


way in that year extensions were made 
in 1892, 1907 and again last year. 
In 1883 the total output was 6,000 
pounds per week of finished product. 
This has grown to-day. to 75,000 pounds 
per week. ; 

The human element of this enor- 
mous plant is worth considerable 
study. Hundreds of well paid and 
seemingly contented employes are on 
the roll. Of course, if any one will 
take the trouble to talk to them {n- 
dividually, he will find some kickers— 
some people will “kick” even in Hea- 
ven, if they happen to get there—but 
on the whole they are perfectly satis- 
fled with the mill and their employers. 
Quite a number of the employes have 
been there ever since the mill opened 
thirty years ago, and very many of 
the younger men and women, too, have 
spent practically all their working 
hours in that mill. The mill was 
floated on a bond issue, and quite 
a number of those working there are 
bondholders. In ao ‘arge measure the 
mill is their mill, and its prosperity 
igs their prosperity. Probably this is 
one of the reasons why the manage- 
ment has never been vexed by labor 
problems, which are the bug-bear of 
many a mill situated less favorably. 

Inter-dependence of manufacturing 
industries is demonstrated by a glance 
at the lst of purchasers of this com- 
pany’s product. It will be found that 
two of their largest individual ac- 
counts are the big Implement com- 
panies of Toronto and Hamilton, who 
use large quantities of duck in their 
binders. Naturally those interested in 
the Yarmouth mill do not regard the 


agitation for free agricultural imple- 


ments with any degree of favor as 
they know it will inevitably mean 
concessions in the shape of reductions 
in duties on materials purchased by 
the implement firms. As the duck 
mill is perhaps the backbone of Yar- 
mouth’s commercial life, it will be seen 
that considerable opposition will arise 
in this prosperous town to any provosal) 
to reduce the duty on implements, 
vhich involves interference with 
the production of the cotton mill. At 
the present time the big implement 
sompanies have a protection of 174 
per cent. on their binders, in which 
the duck is used, whereas the duty on 
duck is the same. 

Those who are dependent directly 
or indirectly on the prosperity of a 
big industry like that in Yarmouth 
for their livelihood realize fully the 
value of industrial: development to the 
sommunity. No one in Yarmouth .or 
the vicinity would favor reductions in 
the duties on duck which would cause 
a falling off in the production of the 
Yarmouth mill, and provide a mill in 
United States or England with more 
work. It is hard to see, however, how 
the Government can refuse to reduce 
the duty on duck if they materially 
reduce the duty on agricultural im- 


plements, * 


WESTERN PORK PACKING 


Several New Plants Projected For the 
Extension of the Industry 


In addition to the pork packing 
plants -which have been established 
of' recent years in Calgary, Edmonton, 
and within the last year in Moose 
Jaw and Saskatoon, Kerrobert will

WORLD LANGUAGE OF SIGNS 


Sir William Ramsay Has Plan to Use 
Pictorial Characters Based on: 
Chinese, 


To make possible the exchange of 
ideas among all peoples of the world 
Sir William Ramsay, the English 
scientist, has begun to develop a pic- 
torial sign language, based somewhat 
upon Chinese, which he hopes will 
eventually spread among all races, 

The Chinese character to express 
“man,” for instance, is made with two 
converging -lines that represent sim- 
ply his legs, ‘looking much like the 
legs of the crude man that the school- 
boy draws. 

Sir William’s character goes further 
and adds a vertical straight line above 
the converging Hnes to represent the 
body. 

“Tho first thing that one thinks of,” 
he argues, “is existence expressed in 
the verb ‘to be.’” 

So he has selected the arithmetical 


equality mark to denote existence. All. 


things relating to one’s state and con- 
dition, he said, oan be expressed by 
these two parallel lines. 

For time which. stretches away, or 
action that is constant, he uses a dash. 
Instantaneous time or action he repre- 
sents with a dot. Thus a dot placed 
squarely between and in the middle of 
two lines of the equality mark de- 
notes the immediate present, or “I 
am.” Similarly the dot, when placed 
at the left and between the two lines 
denotes past, or “I was,” and when 
placed to the right indicates the fu- 
ture tense, or “I am to be.” 

To denote a woman Sir William 
draws a line closing the diverging 
ends of the legs of the sign for man. 
On the theory that “I” is the most !m- 
portant thing in the world to any 
man, Sir William utilizes the straight 
vertical line that represents the body 
of him man figure to depict the word.

into Canada iron and steel products 
amounting to $141,000,000. This im- 
portation constitutes nearly one- 
quarter of the total amount of im- 
ports of all commodities into Canada 
during the fiscal year 1913. What 
would it mean to the development 
and prosperity of Canada if this vast 
amount of fron and steel, or even a 
gubstantial portion of it, were manu- 
factured in our own factories and 
steel plants, and from our own iron 
deposits, asked Mr. Carrick. . 

During the past year we produced 
60 per cent. less Canadian fron ore 
than we did ten years ago, but the 
{mports of foreign ores have increased

porting their products,

COUNTRY LIFE 

Better and Stronger Men Than Are 
Produced in the City 


A. C. Pratt, member of the Ontario 
Legislature, in the course of an ad- 
dress at a public meeting said that 
he was a strong advocate of the coun- 
try life, It produced, in his opinion, 
better and stronger men, and did 
much to build up a healthy, happy 
race, who would form the bulwark of 
the country. He pointed out that the 
man living in the country to-day labor- 
ed under none of the disadvantages 
of the early pioneer. To-day farms 
were fitted with telephones, electric 
light, and all the modern conveniences, 
whilst they had lost none of their old- 
time power of giving a man a giaan 
and healthy life. 

He contrasted the high rental paid 
for land in the Old Country with the 
infinitely lower rental here, and said 
that the land in this country could 
be bought outright for less was paid 
as rent in England; 

Comparing the conditions of living 
in the city and the country in Canada, 


Mr. Pratt said that the balance was. 


immeasurably in favor of the country. 
In Oxford County !t was possible to 
purchase an acre of land for eighty 
dollars, to plant it with trees for an- 
other twelve dollars,‘and to have tho 
trees pruned and the land cultivated 
for a vory slight :‘litional outlay. 
When t's wchard ....3 into bearing, 
Bald Mr. Pratt, it +. d realize quite 
a nice little inco: , znd by planting 
fruit and vegetr. 5s on the land tn 
bets..sn it woul’ °2 possible to mate 
a living out of on this small area. 
He would nc: advise a man to fir 
of all go on tho land with no kno 
ledge of farming. He should first w- 
for a farmer, learn the art of fruit 
culture, and then strike out for him- 
self. From a well managed farm of 
ten’ acres it was possible, in his opin- 
fon, to make a good living. The aver- 
age Canadian would starve to death 
in such countries as Denmark, though 
the natives of the country made a good 
Mving on the land there. This was 


because they had a co-operative sys- |. 


tem of farming in Denmark by means 
of which thelr produce was disposed 
of to the best advantage. It would 
be a great boon to Canadian farmers 
{f such a system were in vogue here. 
What would a Danish farmer do in 
Norfolk County? 

“The day Is at hand,” said Mr. Pratt, 
“when the Government must consider 
some method of giving financial assist- 
ance to the people of the country to 
enable them to get back to the land 
and become producers. City life ts 
a miserable caricature «? sountry life, 
A man becomes bett bleger, and 
more generous by liv’ in close touch 
with nature; it ad¢ ars of healthy 
Hfe to the span of 1 Individual, and 
I hope to sec the d'. when the Govorn- 
ment will give al ius to enable men 
to leave the cities und go back to the 
country,”

Rome, May 9.—Incomplete reports} 


from Cantania this morning indicated 
that the number of dead ‘in’ the 
earthquake district is about 100.

Cantania, May 9.—Fifty persons 
are known to have been killed in the 
village of Linera. which was destroy- 
ed. Among the ruins of Passopomo 
Bongiardo ‘and Malati twenty bodies 
have beon found this morning. 

The vicinity of Cantania, the scene 


of istae tank night’s earthquake, probably 
has suffered more than any other 
section of the world from volcanic 
eruptions and earthquakes. Cantania 
itself is built on a bed of lava at 
the foot of the voleano of Etna, and 
most of its streets are paved with 
lava. 


Cantania has a population of 140,- 
000, and is the largest city in Sicily. 
Tt lies to the south of Messina on 
the east coast. Ever since its 
foundation in B. C. 729, it has been 
visited frequently by earthquakes. In 
1169 it suffered severely from an 
earthquake. In 1669 during an crup- 
tion of Etna a great stream of lava 
flowed toward Cantania, but in the 
nick of time its course was diverted 
and the town, saved. In, 1693 when 
the whole of the island of Sicily}; 
was affected by an_carthquake Can- 
tania was destroyed.

WHEAT DUTIES, 


As we have said before, the agi- 


tation for the removal of wheat 


duties is one that blows hot and 


cold from the same mouth. 

Those who favor free wheat main 
tain that the chief advantage will 
come from the western grain grower 
obtaining a higher price in Minne- 
apolis. The range of prices during 
the past two years has weakened this 
argument somewhat, and it is doubt- 
ful how great an_ advantage the 
grain grower would get from _ in- 
creased prices. The fact of the mat- 
ter is that with the éxception of 
about two months in the fall of 
1913, the Minneapolis price nas been 

“jower than the Winnipeg price dur- 
ing the past two years by from one 
to as much as ten cents per bushel. 
Even allowing for the alleged differ- 
ences in grading, whereby Canadian 
and American wheat, equal romi- 
nally in grade, differs in quality 
owing to the higher grading of the 
Canadian article, there would seem 
to be little if any advantage in sell: 
ing -in the southern market. The. 
spread today on May wheat is more 
than two cents in favor of the Win- 
nipeg market. Just how the Cana- 
dian farmer will gain by selling in 
the Minneapolis market under such 
conditions is hard to see. 


TARIFF CHANGES,

Hvyen the moderate adherents of the 
“Underwood theories argued that lower- 
Jing the ‘tariff. would reduce to some 
“extent the burden of securing the 
necessities of life. 

Is the Underwood Tariff producing 
this happy result? 

Bulletin 138, which is just being 
issued by the United States Bureau 
of Labor Statistics, at Washington, 
dealing with fifteen staple articles of 
food, shows that, when the price of 
each of these articles of food is con- 
sidered according to the average con- 
sumption in workingmen’s families, 
retail prices were on a higher level 
on October 15th, 1913, than at any 
other time during the last twenty- 
three years. Retail prices of food no 
October 15th, 1913, were 70.9 per cent, 
above the average price for the ten- 
year neriod, 1890 to 1899; 7.9 per cent. 
above the price on October 15th, 1912, 
and 16.9 per cent. above the price on 
,October 15th, 1911. 

This bulletin is éne of the Bureau’s 
regular series on retail prices. It 
shows actual prices for September and 
October, 1913, and September and 

_ October, 1912, and also summarizes 
retail prices for the period from 1830 
to October, 1913. 

Comparing retail prices on October 
16th, 1913, with prices on the sama 
date in 1912, thirteen of “the fifteen 
articles for which quotations are given 
advanced and two declined in price 
Potatoes advanced 42.8 per cent.; 
eggs advanced 14.2 per cent.; round 
Bteak advanced 12.9 per cent.; ham 
advanced 10.6 per cent.; rib roast ad- 
vanced 88 per cent.; sirloin steak 
advanced 838 per cent.; baton a4- 
vanced 8.2 per cent.; hens advanced 
1.8 per cent; pork chops advanced 
6.3 per cent.; butter advanced 8.7 per 
per cent.; milk advanced 2.7 per cent.; 
corn meal advanced 1.7 per cent., and 
lard advanced 1.0 per cent. Sugur de- 
olined 8.8 per cent., and flgur declined 
2.6 per cent. 

As the Underwood Tariff went into 
effect on October 18th, 1918, it was 
operating only twelve days before the 
above statistics were taken; hence it 
‘would be unreasonable to expect mark. 
ed results In so short a period. How- 
ever, the passage’ of the Act was prac- 
tically certain for months before. it 
was finally approved; yet this certainty 
did not cause prices to be lowered. 

This 1s a further proof of the old 
saying that “Trade laughs at Tariffs.” 
It would soem to indicate beyond a 
doubt that the increase in the cost 
of living cannot rightly be fastened 
to the system of protection, moderate 
or otherwise, United States has for 
ovor o generation been an example of 
what a policy of extrome protection 
can do to build up the country,

This works out for the three groups

er per annum. In the last class the 

worker is also given $7.50 as a 

bonus, making his annual wage 

equal to $258. These averages 
are certainly not in excess of those 

. paid by private employers. Social- 
istic critics are undoubtedly correct 
when they charge the system with 
making poorer returns to the em- 
ploye than does private industry. For 
example, the average earnings of the 
employes of the British railway 
amounted at the same period, to 
which the above figures refer, to 
£265, on48825 per worker.” 

It should be remembered of course 
that these are the wages that prevail 
under Bree Trade in Great Britain, 
and white they would seem unjustly 
low to a good Canadian mechanic there 
is no doubt that the relatively higher 
Canadian wages are explained to a 
great extent by the moderate protec.

During the past few weeks the sub 
Ject of iron ore production in Canada 
has received considerable attention 
not only in the House of Commons.

onto and also in the press. 

The proposal that tron bounties 
should be renewed deserves carefu, 
consideration alike from the Provin- 
cial and the Dominion Governments. 
It is° important that prospecting 
should be stimulated and undoubtedly 
great advantages would accrue to 
northern Ontario if the iron ores ci 
the district could be satisfactorily 
produced and marketed. Possibly 
prospecting could be encouraged by 
some other methods. At any rate there 
seems. to be as much reason for using 
public money in order to create iron 
centfes in Northern Ontario as in 
establishing pioneer farms and assist- 
ing agriculture generally. Nothing 
would be of such advantage to Canada 
as continuous settlement between Sud- 
bury and Kenora, Probably this out- 
standing need of Confederation can 
be met only by discovery and develop- 
ment of the minerals throughout that 
great range of country. Therefore 
the authorities at Toronto and at Ot- 
tawa can afford to consider sympa- 
thetically any proposals likely to as- 
sist in developing these resources and 


can set aside with cheerful courage.

FLOUR MILLS IN CALGARY 


Free Wheat Proposal Restrains the 
Development _ 


The Calgary correspondent of the 
“Monetary Times” reports that free 
wheat and the probable effect of the 
Dominion Government taking advan- 
tage of the opportunity to have the 
United States tariff on wheat removed, 
has been a live issue in southern Alber- 
ta recently. The Western Canada Flour | 
Mills Company precipitated a wider 
discussion of the subject by informing 
Industrial Commissioner Miller, that 
they would not proceed to carry out 
the extension to their Calgary mills 
as: they had plann Grain men in- 
terviewed, differ in detail when ex- 
pressing opinions, but appear to be 
fairly well agreed that free entrance 
to the United States market, as con- 
ditions are now, would not materially , 
change the price paid to grain growers. 


RURAL PROBLEMS 


President Creelman Sees Need of Big 
: Reforms 


“There never was a time in the his- 
tory of Canada when Instruction was 
so much needed as right at the pre- 
sent moment,” declared Dr, Creelman, 
President of Guelph Agricultural Col- 
lege. This was not because the edu- 
cation of the farmer had been neglect- 
ed, he explained, but because of the 
rapidly-changing rural situation, in- 
volving new circumstances and new 
practices. The father was no longer 
able to properly teach the son; meth- 
ods had been revolutionized since the 
father himself had learned his buasi- 
ness. Wheat—so essentially ‘the 
crop” of former days that men used 
the expression “good as the wheat’— 
was almost displaced by more valuable 
farm products, such as alfalfa. 


i} 
“In our college and on our expert- 


mental farms we have learned and 
proved enough to at least double the 
production in Ontario to-day,” sald 
Dr. Creelman, “yet we are not able 
to reach, as we should like to, the 
ordinary farmer with our knowledge. 
It is true that last year we had 5,000 
farmers conducting experiments on 
their own farms, but it is also true 
that there are over 300,000 heads of 


families whom we reach only indirect- | 
‘not teach them the advantages of a 


ly. What is the use of our proving 
certain facts in our colleges if we 
can’t get them before the consideration 
of the man on the farm?” 
How Ontarlo Compares 

While Ontario was undoubtedly 
making a name in world-agriculture 
her farmers were not up to the stand-. 
ard of those of other lands in the 


matter of production, the speaker de-_ 


clared. In Ontario the average pro- 
duction of wheat per acre was twenty- 


two bushels; in Germany it was thirty: ' 


six, and 1 Sweden seventy-five bushels, 
in the field, and over ninety in plots. 


The average cow on the Ontario farm 


gave less than 8,600 pounds of milk 
per year, yet a cow at the O.A.C, had 
given over 20,700. The average hen 
in the Province laid less than 100 eggs 


per year, whereas a whole pen of hens : 


at the college had laid 180, six of 
?them giving over 250 eggs. 


worth as much as bran. figured out 
at current price for bran and allowing 
flve yields of alfalfa per season, it 
was actually worth 9120 per acre. 
farmers were slow to adopt it in their 
rotation. 

“The best and quickest way to im- 
prove farming in Ontario is to actually 
send trained men out {nto the country 
and leave them there until they have 
gained the confidence of the people,” 
the speaker said. “This we are try- 
ing to do, and the forty trained agrl- 
culturists scattered throughout the 
Province are having a greater in- 
fluence on the future of agriculture 
in Ontarlo than anything else up to 
the’ present time.” 

Some Needed Improvements 

Dr. Creelman -dealt with the labor 
problem, and showed the necessity 
of homes for the farm laborer, where 
the latter could be “something of a 
human being.” Rural teachers and 
rural preachers should obtain agricul- 
tural training, he said, and presert 
moral problems to farmers in terms 
of their everyday life. Vocational 
training must come, not only for the 
boy but for the girl on the farm. 
Good roads must extend to every town- 
ship and co-operation in selling,. as 
well ag in buying and producing, must 
triumph over tlte petty jealousies 
which keep farmers apart to-day. The 
ramification of electric energy to 
rural districts would brighten farm 
life for men and women and assist in 
bringing about a_ social condition 


which would not permit a craving for | 


the glimmer and glare of the city. 

Finally, women !n farm homes must 
be given those advantages enjoyed by 
their sisters in the city. The latter 
had probably allowed invention to 
smother in them their housew!fely tn- 
stincts and talents. 

“In place of the present Indifference 
to household duties there must come 
In this ‘country a dignity of labor 
among womea which is now distinctly 
lacking,” concluded the speaker.

A Son's Observations on His Father's 
Choice of Professions 


A bright young man living in a city 
dropped into our office recently for 
a chat on farming matters. The young 
man was filled with enthusiasm in 
general, and had a genuine case of 
the “back to the land” fever. He was 
looking for a farm location. 

“My father was a good man and 


a good farmer, and particularly good . 
, and Kind to his children,” the young 
, man stated, 


“When we were children 
we worked on the farm, but our lives 
were made easy by the hard labor of 
father and mother. We were sent to 
school whenever possible. The one 
thing for which my parents were to 
blame in raising their children was 
that they forced us into grooves of 
life for which we were not prepared. 
Henry was raised with the one idea 
of being a lawyor, and a poor lawyer 
he proved to be. My own life was 
shaped for the ministry, and in spite 
of my disinclination, my desire not 
to offend my mother’s lifelong wishes 
led me to accept the charge. Time 
proved that neither my brother nor 
I were fitted for the life-work for 
which we were prepared by our par- 
ents. The regret of my life is that 
my father did not take me into com- 
radeship in the conduct of the farm, 
that he did not teach me the things 


,he was a lifetime learning that he 


did not impress on my mind the ad- 
vantages of farming, the only life for 
me_worth living, for now I am bound 
to be a farmer just as my brother 
has become.” 

As this young man told us of. this 
personal history, we could not help 
but think of the many parents tho 
country over who are making the 
same mistake with their children. 
There are many boys who leave the 
farm simply because their parents do 


good farm, and that a good farmer 
is as much to be respected and honor- 
ed by his fellow men as a good law- 
yer or a good preacher. 

We recently visited the farm of a 
prominent breeder of pure-bred cattle. 
He had sent his only son, who had 
previously wanted to leave home, to 
the agricultural college. When the 
boy came home he was full of en- 
thusiasm and interested in the farm 
and herd. He told his father what 
he had learned in college about farm- 
ing and about stock, and made some 
suggestions, later carried out, which 
the father told us really made him 
Money and benefited the farm, The 
boys and girls are the most impor- 
tant crop on the farm after all, and 
the farm is the best place to keep 
them.

{ORIGIN OF “CANADA”

Many people have from time to timo 
inquired the meaning of the name 
“Canada” and how it came to be ap- 
plied to the northern half of North

CHAIRMAN’S REPORT. 


To the ratepayers and citizens 

of the City of Red Deer. 

Tn, presenting to you the report of 
your Committee appointed to take 
charge ‘of the Dominion Day sports 
for 1913, I fecl that we have every 
reason to feel proud of our work and 
achieverents. ° 

At the last annual meetirg some 
doubt: was expressed as to the ad- 
visability of organizing for 1913, 
but this discussion arose mainly from 
the fear-that the financial depression 
‘that we were suffering. from would 
make it impossible to finance and 
maintain our celebration up to the 
standard of other years. I am glad 
that the citizens- wisely decided to 
proceed with the organization, for I 
believe that our 1913 celebration 
was one of the most successful that 
we. have ever had. The committee 
that you appointed were all work- 
ers, and everyone did his share to 
make the day a success. 

We started’ out. without any funds 
on hand, and not with a nice sur 
plus as-has been the case in nearly 
all other recent years, and the City 
Council guaranteed us against a de- 
ficit to the extent of $300, and Iam 
pleased to report that we only re- 
quired about $59 of this amount, and 
if some minor subscriptions had been 
neceived prior to making our de- 
mand, it would have been some $13 
less. Your. committee handled 
$1,339 last year, ‘and of this amount 
all, with: the exception of about $7 
was spent in the City of Red Deer, 
so that while the citizens contribut- 
the money nev- 
er left the city, but they received an 


indirect benefit from it, if not a 
direct one. 
Our morning parade was not so 


large as other years, and I doubt 
very much if it would be wise to 
continue it fhis year, unless your 
Committee were successful in seour- 
ing an exceptionally ‘well known
